GCHS ACT scores climb 


School District raises 
county property tax 
rate for coming year 

Despite shrinking revenues, most 
taxing districts leave rates the same 


Gallatin County High 
School juniors who took 
the ACT college-entrance 
exam last spring had an 
average score of 18.5, the 
highest score recorded 
over the last five years for 
the district. In 2008-2009 
school year, the compos¬ 
ite average was 16.7. In 
2011-2012, the composite 
score rose to 18.5. 

“We are very pleased 
with our results and our 
school is making steady 
progress,” said Roxann 
Booth, high school princi¬ 
pal. “We have outscored 
students in our neighbor¬ 
ing districts of Carroll 
County, Henry County, 
and Owen County.” 

The ACT evaluates 
student performance in 


English, math, reading 
and science. Kentucky 
Council on Postsecondary 
Education (CPE) uses the 
ACT to assess students’ 
college and career readi¬ 
ness. The CPE bench¬ 
marks are 18 for English, 
19 for math and 20 for 
reading. Gallatin County 
High School is closing 
the gap in meeting those 
benchmarks. 

“We are ranked 115 in 
the state compared to last 
year’s ranking at 146 out 
of 230 high schools,” said 
Booth. “This is attributed 
to specific strategies and 
changes. The high school 
offers E-Prep, which is a 
computer-based program 
where students practice 
ACT and receive a tuto¬ 


rial specific to a student’s 
need of improvement. We 
practice implementing 
Quality Core curriculum 
as well as using ACT- 
type questions throughout 
other courses. Not only 
do we use these strategies 
at the junior level, but the 
same strategies are being 
used at all other grade lev¬ 
els. 

The juniors nearly tri¬ 
pled the average increase 
of all subjects over the 
last five years compared 
to the state average in¬ 
crease for those subjects 
of English, math, reading, 
and science. 

Courthouse 
will not be 
open Tues. 

The Gallatin County 
Courthouse as well as 
courthouses across the 
state will be closed Tues¬ 
day, Sept. 4, as the Ken¬ 
tucky Judicial Branch 
shuts down for the second 
of three furlough days in 
2012. The court system 
will also be closed Sept. 
3, for the Labor Day holi¬ 
day. 

The furloughs will af¬ 
fect only non-elected per¬ 
sonnel who will be off 
work without pay as part

All county taxing dis¬ 
tricts have set their rates 
for the coming year and 
all have left their rates 
unchanged except the 
School District and the 
Extension Agency. 

The School District, 
which receives 66 percent 
of the total property tax 
bill, raised their rate from 
66.6-cents to 67.5-cents 
per $100 of value. That 
means the School Dis¬ 
trict’s portion of the to¬ 
tal tax bill on a $100,000 
home in Gallatin County 
would increase from $666 
in 2011 to $675 in 2012. 
Last year, Gallatin Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff Josh Neale col¬ 
lected $3,035,107 in prop¬ 
erty taxes for the School 
District.

Warsaw Police are on 
the lookout for the person 
or persons who have been 
burglarizing homes in re¬ 
cent days.

trict rate is considered 
the compensating rate 
which means the district 
will take in only slight¬ 
ly more revenue from 
county taxes next year. If 
a district chooses to take 
the compensating rate, it 
does not have to hold a 
special public meeting to 
vote on it. Recent special 
school board meetings to 
raise rates above the com¬ 
pensating rate have been 
contentious with many 
members of the public 
voicing opposition to any 
tax increase.

requirements. 

The Extension District, 
which gets 5 percent of the 
total tax bill, also took the 
compensating rate, which 
increased its rate from 
.054-cents to .057-cents 
per $100 of value. 

The other major tax¬ 
ing districts in the county 
are the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, Gallatin 
County, Gallatin County 
Public Library, Gallatin 
County Health District 
and Gallatin County Soil 
and Conservation District. 
They all left their rates 
unchanged. That means 
those districts will operate 
with less money next year 
because the total value of 
all the county’s property 
has fallen about $9 mil¬ 
lion from 2011 to 2012. 

Gallatin County, which 
gets 8 percent of the to¬ 
tal tax bill, received 
$413,000 in property tax 
money in 2011 but will 
only get $402,000 for tax¬ 
es collected in 2012. 

“Sure, it makes things 
difficult for us,” said 
Gallatin County Judge/ 
executive Ken McFar¬ 
land after the Fiscal Court 
unanimously voted not 
to change its property 
tax rate. “But times are 
tough for a lot of people 
and we didn’t think it was 
the right time to raise any¬ 
thing. We’ll be just fine 
but it will require some 
cutbacks and smart deci¬ 
sions on our part. We’ll 
tighten up our belts but 
I’m sure we won’t have to 
cut any needed services to 
the people.”

The man on the moon

I remember Saturday, July 20, 1969 
like it was yesterday. My father and I 
shared many things and one of them 
was an infatuation with outer space. 

Back then, Americans were caught 
up in the “Space Race” between the 
United States and the Soviet Union. 
Every Cape Canaveral blast-off was 
televised and the country came to a stop 
as people watched men head into space 
on top of fiery missiles. 

That was doubly important for me 
because my friend, Bill, and I were in 
charge of rigging up the audio and vid¬ 


eo equipment at my school. Whenever 
we gathered together to watch a space 
shot, Bill and I made sure the equipment 
worked properly. 

We didn’t have any equipment to set 
up in 1969 when Apollo 11 took off for 
the moon with Neil Armstrong and Buzz 
Aldrin aboard. That’s because school 
was out for the summer. My father and 
I watched it, though, together with mil¬ 
lions of other people. 

“We’re finally going to do it,” my 
father said as we watched the lift-off on 
July 16,1969. “We’re going to put a man 
on the moon. They won’t call it science 
fiction any more, they’ll call it history.” 

Although my father sounded con¬ 
fident the Apollo 11 mission would be 
successful, we both knew it was a risky 
venture. 

For one thing, it took millions of 


pounds of highly volatile fuel to get a 
missile into space. One little spark in the 
wrong place and an enormous explosion 
would vaporize men and machine. 

Also, the rocket had to reach an in¬ 
credible speed, seven miles a second, to 
break out of the earth’s atmosphere. One 
miscalculation and Apollo 11 would be 
hopelessly out of control. Besides that, 
the moon is 240,250 miles away. My 
family often had mishaps trying to travel 
100 miles for a summer vacation. 

Four long days back in July 1969, 
all my father and I could do was think 
and talk about Neil Armstrong and his 
crew. We had so many concerns. Could 
they actually get into orbit around the 
moon? Could the lunar module, Eagle, 
operate properly and land them safely in 
the moon’s Sea of Tranquility? If it did, 
would it be able rejoin Apollo ll’s main 


capsule? Even if all that worked prop¬ 
erly, would Apollo 11 be able to return 
to Earth safely? No one knew. 

We cheered when we heard Neil 
Armstrong say those famous words as 
he took the first step on the moon’s sur¬ 
face: “That’s one small step for man, 
one giant leap for mankind.” 

And we weren’t the only ones. It’s 
estimated that one in five people in the 
world watched Armstrong and Aldrin 
move across the moon’s surface. 

“What a great time we live in,” my 
father said when the Apollo 11 returned 
safely. “We have witnessed one of the 
greatest achievements of all time. I 
guarantee you, 10,000 years from now 
people will still be talking about what 
happened this summer.” 

Rest in peace, Neil Armstrong. You 
will always be remembered. 
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Labor Day marks a 
whole new year 

Because of the rhythms of American life, Labor 
Day Weekend is really the start of the new year. 

It’s certainly more a turning point in the average 
person’s year than the cold January day on which 
we officially begin the new calendar. 

Labor Day is at the start of the school year, the 
beginning of football season and the pennant drive 
in baseball. It’s also the weekend that fall fashions 
flood into the stores. And it marks the end of sum¬ 
mer. 

The first Labor Day was in New York City in 
1882. There was a short parade and a long party. 
The custom spread, and in 1894, President Grover 
Cleveland signed a law making the first Monday 
in September a national holiday to honor working 
people. 

More than 100 years after the first Labor Day 
observance, there is still some doubt as to who first 
proposed the holiday for workers. 

Some records show that Peter J. McGuire, gen¬ 
eral secretary of the Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners and a cofounder of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, was first in suggesting a day to 
honor those “who from rude nature have delved 
and carved all the grandeur we behold.” 

But Peter McGuire’s place in Labor Day his¬ 
tory has not gone unchallenged. Many believe that 
Matthew Maguire, a machinist, not Peter McGuire, 
founded the holiday. 

Recent research seems to support the contention 
that Matthew Maguire, later the secretary of Local 
344 of the International Association of Machinists 
in Paterson, N.J., proposed the holiday in 1882 
while serving as secretary of the Central Labor 
Union in New York. What is clear is that the Cen¬ 
tral Labor Union adopted a Labor Day proposal 
and appointed a committee to plan a demonstra¬ 
tion and picnic. 

At one time, a parade was the centerpiece of ev¬ 
ery town’s Labor Day celebration, but the mobility 
brought about by the automobile and the waning 
power of unions, has ended that custom. 

As one union leader has put it, “Yeah, we have a 
parade — a parade of RVs going out of town.” 

American workers, on their chosen day, would 
rather go to the beach or play softball or barbecue 
in the backyard than listen to a rousing, three-hour 
speech extolling the triumph of the proletariat. 
And who can blame us? 

And so we enjoy Labor Day, next Monday, as 
it was meant to be enjoyed — as the last gasp of 
summer and, of course, the start of the new year.

Good education report is badly flawed 


Police are again warning Ken¬ 
tuckians about financial scams, 
saying: “If it sounds too good to 
be true, it probably is.” 

A similar disclaimer should 
be applied to the rosy claims 
about the performance of our 
public education system. 

The Kentucky Department of 
Education has high praise for a 
new Harvard University report 
that claims Kentucky students 
have made some of the best 
progress in the nation during the 
past 20 years on federal reading, 
math and science tests. 

But do the conclusions of this 
study deserve the rush by state 
education officials to gush over 
its findings? 

Probably not, especially con¬ 
sidering the failure we’ve seen 
in the commonwealth to close 
black-white student achieve¬ 
ment gaps and significantly 
move the needle when it comes 
to high school graduation and 
college-remediation rates. 

At the very least, a dose of 
healthy skepticism is needed re¬ 
garding claims that Kentucky is 
fifth-best among 41 states from 
a report whose stated purpose is 
to “determine the extent of the 
United States’ progress toward 
closure of the international edu¬ 
cation gap.” 

The more I find out about 
the Harvard study, the more 
the glow of Kentucky’s perfor¬ 
mance loses its luster. I’m now 
uncertain, at best. 

The study completely ignores 
the fact Kentucky schools ex¬ 
clude large numbers of students 
with learning disabilities from 
testing. 

These students tend to strug¬ 
gle academically and generally 
produce lower test scores. How 
can researchers not consider the 


negative impact such exclusions 
could have on overall educational 
performance? 

The Harvard report claims Ken¬ 
tucky eighth-graders are tops in the 
nation when it comes to reading. 
Beware of such claims - especial¬ 
ly considering Kentucky excluded 
a full 7 percent (compared to an 
average nationwide exclusion rate 
of only 3 percent) of its entire raw 
sample of eighth-graders - includ¬ 
ing both disabled and non-disabled 
students. 

The Harvard report only offers 
a state-to-state comparison of stu¬ 
dents’ overall average scores with 
no consideration of those states’ 
different racial demographics. 

This matters for Kentucky, 
where a whopping 84 percent of our 
students are white compared with, 
say, a state like California where 
around three in four students are 
non-white and many don’t speak 
English as their primary language. 

Lump all students together and, 
sure, Kentucky shows a great per¬ 
formance. But the artificial advan¬ 
tage evaporates quickly once you 


break down the scores by race. 

An independent analysis of 
changes in fourth-grade math 
scores for each reporting state’s 
black students between 1992 
and 2011 shows that Kentucky’s 
blacks, who comprise around 10 
percent of the Bluegrass State’s 
public school students, got left be¬ 
hind - way behind. The Harvard 
report is silent on that issue. 

Because it gives little consid¬ 
eration to demographics, it also 
fails to report that only 13 percent 
of Kentucky black eighth-graders 
are proficient readers. There’s also 
no mention that only 39 percent of 
the commonwealth’s white eighth- 
graders reached proficiency on the 
reading test. 

After 22 years of education re¬ 
form in Kentucky, what kind of 
progress do these facts show? 

Of course, a data scam - like 
any other kind of snow job - has a 
much better chance of succeeding 
in an atmosphere of denial.

of the Judicial Branch’s 
budget reduction plan. 
The closure includes the 
Circuit and District Court 
along with their offices, the 
Supreme Court, Court of 
Appeals and the Adminis¬ 
trative Office of the Courts 
and all court services. 

During the furlough 
days, there will be no trials, 
no driver’s licenses will be 
issued, deputy clerks will 
not be available to process 
bonds, no release orders 
will be issued and local 
court workers will not be 
available. The furlough 
day only affects offices 
of the court system. Other 
county offices such as the 
county clerk and judge/ex¬ 
ecutive will remain open. 

The furlough plan was 
put into place after the 
Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly reduced the funds 
available to the Judicial 
Branch by $25.2 million in 
this year’s budget. 

The next furlough day 
for the court system will 
be Monday, Oct. 15.

Kentucky’s deer season opens Sept. 1 


When Kentucky’s 2012- 
2013 deer season opens with 
the beginning of archery hunt¬ 
ing Sat., Sept. 1, there will be 
plenty of reasons for hunters to 
be optimistic. 

Kentucky hunters also 
posted the fourth best overall 
harvest withl 19,656 deer, the 
highest total since the 2008-09 
season. In 96 of Kentucky’s 120 
counties, hunters bagged more 
deer than in the 2010-2011 deer 
season. 

“If you manage with an eye 
toward overall herd quality, the 


trophies will come,” said Tina 
Bmnjes, deer and elk program 
coordinator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. 

Good habitat, aggressive doe 
harvest and the one-buck limit 
are thought be the main reasons 
why Kentucky has developed 
a quality deer herd with ample 
hunting opportunities in all 120 
counties. 

The trophy deer taken in 
Kentucky last season included 
52 bucks with typical antlers 
scoring 160 or higher and 16 


bucks with non-typical ant¬ 
lers scoring 185 or higher. The 
deer came from 44 different 
Kentucky counties: from Ful¬ 
ton County in the west to Pike 
County in the east. A decade 
ago, Kentucky produced just 
34 Boone & Crockett record 
book deer. 

Weather, one factor that bi¬ 
ologists can’t control, often has 
a big impact on how many deer 
are available to hunters and how 
many are harvested. 

It’s too early to fully assess 
the impact of this summer’s 
drought, which has affected 
about two-thirds of the state. 
“Early on we had good condi¬ 
tions for fawning. The spring 
was warm and wet, with lush 
undergrowth,” said Bmnjes. 
“But drought conditions may 
have compromised mast pro¬ 
duction and the availability of 
green forage in some areas.” 

The Aug. 14 Drought 
Monitor issued by the National 
Weather Service categorized 
the Jackson Purchase Region of 
Kentucky and parts of 18 coun¬ 
ties directly to the east of that re¬ 
gion in exceptional or extreme 
drought. Central Kentucky 
counties range from moderate 
drought to abnormally dry, but 
parts of more than 35 southern 
and eastern Kentucky counties 
have received normal rainfall 
levels. 

Bmnjes speculated that if 
the dry conditions persist in 
western Kentucky, it could im¬ 
pact the deer harvest there. “A 
poor mast crop compounded by 
com and soybean fields shriv¬ 
eled up would put deer on the 
move looking for food. That 
could mean harvest totals will 
be higher than usual,” she said. 

In parts of central and east¬ 
ern Kentucky that have received 
near-normal rainfall levels, 
Bmnjes encourages landown¬ 
ers to continue pre-season 
mowing of their hunting areas. 
“Even though our fields are dry, 
there’s still a lot of clover out 
there,” said Bmnjes. “August is 
a good time to cut back the dead 
grass, to stimulate re-growth.” 

Clover, a cool season le¬ 
gume, is an important food 
source for deer until heavy 
frosts come in late October. 

Pre-season mowing should 
also include cutting trails and 
wildlife openings in your hunt¬ 
ing area. “You need to be able 
to easily and quietly get to your 
treestand or ground blind, and 
you need to be able to see. In 
some areas the weeds are really 
tall this year,” she said. 

Kentucky’s deer herd is 
now estimated to number about 
850,000, down from one mil¬ 
lion in 2003.
